The College Question 



The pilgrimage by several Ha2ard 
people to Frankfort last week to seek 
the Governor’s backing of a UK com" 
munity college here had disappointing 
results but the community should not 
be disacourged by the outcome. 

Even though the Governor intends 
to honor a political pledge to Letcher 
County made first by his predecessor 
and reaffirmed by him in the guberna* 
natorial campaign, the reality of this 
community’s need for a UK extension 
or the logic that makes Hazard obvious- 
ly the best location for it in this region 
are not changed. 

Certainly it would have been nice 
to have had the Governor’s backing in 
obtaining such an institution for this 
community. His influence in govern- 
mental circles, where the money for 
state colleges comes from, and his po" 
sition on the University’s Board of 
Trustees would have greatly enhanced 
Hazard’s chances in what has turned 
out to be a keen competition for the col- 
lege. 

But even without the Governor s 
personal support. Hazard is still in an 
excellent position to compete for the 
college with neighboring communities

on what UK President John W. Oswald 
has called “educational bases.” 

The forceful, energetic Presi- 
dent assured Hazard in a speech here 
last winter that educationaal factors 
alone will determine the location of this 
area’s community college. If it works 
out this way, then with or without the 
Governor’s 'blessing, Hazard will ulti- 
mately emerge as the only logical choice 
for a Uft extension in the region. 

What is it, then, that makes Haz- 
ard the most attractive of all locations 
in the region? 

First, its position in the geographic 
center of a large population, particul- 
arly a large population of annual high 
school graduates, makes it accessible to 
a large, permanent pool of students. 

Second, it is the most urban of any 
community in the area. This factor has 
been proved to be of prime importance 
to the success of any college extension. 
The University is establishing such ex- 
tensions all over the state and in each 
case they are in small cities, usually a 
county seat. Such institutions do not 
thrive when isolated in the country, 
without the support of a business, and 
professional community. 

This factor alone would seem to 
rule out the Blackey area from consid- 
eration for, in spite of the natural beau- 
ty of the valley along Rockhouse Creek 
and readymade existence of the old 
Stuart Robinson School campus as a pos- 
sible specific site, the absence of a thriv- 
ing town of substantial size there is a 
factor too unfavorable to be ignored. 

With political interest seeming to 
favor Letcher County, Whitesburg has 
been mentioned in addition to Blackey 
as a possible site for the college. But 
it is difficult to see the logic of this sug- 
gestion since Whitesburg is now less than 
30 miles from an existing UK center at 
Cumberland and may one day be even 
closer than that if a proposed new high- 
way along the southern base of Pine 
Mountain between the towns eventually 
becomes a reality. 

It would be wrong for the various 
communities to compete for the UK cen- 
ter out of selfishness and local pride. 
The community college ought to be in 
Hazard not for Hazard’s sake, but for 
the sake of the college. And personality 
conflicts based on political differences 
between individuals here and in Frank- 
fort must not be allowed as a determin- 
ing factor in the question, either. The 
only consideration that is honorable and 
worthy is: where will the college thrive 
the best and serve the most? 

’ Let the University send a survey 
team to the area. Let it investigate and 
compare the various alternatives. Let 
it, indeed, single-mindedly consider edu- 
cational factors alone. Such a survey 
reportedly will be conducted in the area 
next month. If the University actually 
does have the final say in the matter, as 
by all rights it should, then the Gover- 
nor’s political promises to Letcher Coun- 
ty wont mean enough to prevent the 
right thing from being done. 

Hazard should in all good consci- 
ence be willing to lay its virtues as a 
college site on the line and let them 
speak for themselves. The choice is 
that obvious.

Harry Caudill Tells Senate His Views on Appalachia's Needs 



(Continued From Last Weak) 

The recent experience of Consolidated Edison Co. of New 
York City in proposing to go some 1100 miles to Labrador for 
hydro power points up the possibilities of using Appalachian 
coal to supply the market for electric power in the Northeast. 
If the New York market could be tied to the Appalachian j»ow. 
er potential, two birds could be killed with one stone. Hund- 
reds of jobless miners could go back to work, and the City’s 
power problems could be solved for a good many decades 
without smog 

4 In September, 1963 issue of Harpers' magazine, David 
LUienthal pointed out the folly of building power plants in 
urban areas, such as those proposed for New York. The first 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission is of the opinion 
that the geneiation of electric power by nuclear energy is 
presently uneconomic and that safety has not been demon, 
strated sufficiently to permit construction of nuclear plants in 
highly populated areas. 

5. Experience indicates that the hydro — and thermal- 
power potential of eastern Kentucky alone could be developed 
for approximately a billion dollars or only 5 times that now 
spent annually in welfare payments. And this investment 
could be made entirely self liquidating. The nation could thus 



obtain the many benefits of regional restoration without any 
ultimate expenditure of public funds. 

The obvious question of course is: why public, not private 
investment? It would not be enough to say that private invest, 
nient has not done the job nor has private investment shown 
any indication of willingness to do the job. A private electric 
utility could not meet the low generation costs which public 
financing could provide. And minimum costs are necessary 
both to be able to ship power to far away markets and to allow 
revenue to accrue to the area from the sale of power. 

A private electric utility would not turn back into the 
region funds to do the massive development necessary, such as 
has been accomplished in the western part of the United States 
by reclamation projects. And finally a private electric utility 
constructs plants to meet only its own demands whereas a Fed- 
eral plant could be constructed to meet demands of utilities 
on an interregional basis. 

Of course, there must be additional investment in schools, 
roads, airports, fluud control, reforestation and reclamation. 
Where these needs can be met through existing programs with 
Appalachian states receiving their equitable portion of Federal 
funds this should be done. Programs not presently financed 
by Uie Federal government, especially involving institutions 
in Appalachia which long ago reached total deterioration, could 



be aided by revenues received from the sale of power. Such 
a program would mean that electric power for export would 
not be totally extractive but would in fact pour revenue back 
into the area. 

Such a sustained capital investment over a generation 
would begin to bring this deprived corner of the American 
hinterland abreast of the rest of the nation Simultaneously 
the lakes and restored woodlands would attract sportsmen and 
vacationers, providing recreational facilities for the fast grow- 
ing population of the Atlantic seaboard. 

New industry attracted by inexpenaive power, a labor 
force, and a vastly under.consuining market which would ex 
pand its buying power as regional investment expanded, would 
be created in the area. These industries would find a readily 
available source of minerals and forests — the coalusing chem. 
ical industry, for example, should find such an environment 
particularly inviting. 

The Kentucky highland, like the rest of Appalachia, does 
not demand nor desire a gratuitous rescue operation based on 
political expediency and at the expense of the Federal trees, 
ury. To the contrary, we ask only an investment in our future 
as part of the Nation's future — an investment in resource 
development to be repaid at a reasonable rate of interest. 

Such an investment would eventually allow the mountain- 



eer to resume his old Independence and leave the dole and 
welfare check. Human dignity would be restored.
